Federal Attorneys Hope for 
‘Broad’ Interpretation in 
Security Case. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—(?) 
The supreme court’s Wagner act 
decisions raised hopes of govern- 
ment attorneys today for a “broad” 
interpretation of the general wel- 


| | fare clause of the constitution. 


This clause is involved in litiga- 
tion over the social security law, 
which is to be decided this ses- 
sion. The clause, never fully in- 
terpreted, says “the congress shall 


taxes, dutes, imposts, and excises,

welfare of the United States; .. .” 
Clarification Sought. 

Federal officials said they want- 
ed a clarification of the clause to 
add to the Wagner decisions ex- 
panding federal power over inter- 
state commerce. Their hope was 
that the justices would decide that 
the wording of the nation’s char- 
ter authorized such social pro- 
grams as unemployment -insur- 
ance and old age pensions. 

The section of the statute at is- 
sue taxes employers for the bene- 
fit of persons out of work. Gov- 
ernment lawyers, in defending it, 
said: 

‘“‘We understand that the consti- 
tution and this court have sanc- 
tioned a tax which provides funds 
for the general welfare.” 

The nearest the court has come 
to defining that clause was in the 
decision by Justice Roberts inval- 
idating the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act. 

States Rights Violated. 

He said that “the true construc- 
tion undoubtedly is that the only 
thing granted is the power to tax 
for the purpose of providing funds 
for payment of the nation’s debts 
and making provisions for the gen- 
eral welfare.” 

But he added “we are not now 
required to ascertain the scope of

| Major Howell Outlines County Awisdi Program 


AUGUSTA, Ga., April 13.—The 
Constitution’s Progressive County 
Awards program today was laid 
before the county commissioners 


ell, president and publisher of The 
Constitution, who pictured Geor- 
gia as a state now come to a pe- 
riod of lagging growth. . 

_ While other states, notably Flor- 
ida to the south, have recorded 
steady growth and progress, Ma- 
jor Howell said, “Georgia’s pop- 
ulation gain dropped from approx- 
imately 300,000 during the 1910- 
1920 10-year period to little more 
than 12,000 in the next decade. He 
laid down a challenge to news- 
papers, to civic and political lead- 
ers and to every citizen to unite 
in a drive to regain for Georgia 
a place in the forefront among the 
states of America. 

Major Howell’s address, deliv- 
ered before the Association of 
County Commissioners of Geor- 
gia, follows: 

Newspaper’s Responsibiiity. 

“Newspapers occupy a peculiar 
and a responsible position in the 
affairs of a community. They have 
a responsibility which they cannot 
fail to assume and discharge even 
if they were disposed to do so. 

“The only social justification for 
the existence of newspapers is 
service to communities, to states 
and to the nation. 

“T am not an alarmist, but when 
a danger signal is clearly dis- 
played before me, I can read it. 
I want to take this opportunity to 
cite some figures for your consid- 
eration and study. Nou may draw 
your own conclusions, but to me 
they are highly significant. 

“These figures are from the 
United States department of cen- 
sus. They are bare facts without 
garnishment. 

Population Gains. 

“Georgia’s population. was 906,- 
185 in 1850. The state had in- 
creased by about another 100,000 by 
1860, and another 100,000 by 1870. 
In 1880 there were about 400,000 
more persons in the state than 
in 1870, and the population ‘gain 
was another 300,000 for the fol- 
lowing decade. 

“The increase from 1890 to 1900 
was another approximate 400,000, 
with an added 400,000 for the fol- 
lowing ten years. 

“The 1920 census gave Georgia 
a population of 2,895,832 persons, 
a gain of approximately 300,000 
more than the 1910 census. 

Only 12,674 in 1920-30. 

“But listen to this. The 1930 
census listed Georgia’s population 
at 2,908,506, only 12,674 persons 
more than in 1920, or a gain of 
only about 1,200 persons a year for 
the ten-year period. 

“This lack of progress cost Geor- 
gia TWO seats in the national 
house of representatives. 

“It took place while Florida and 
North Carolina, sister southern 
states, were gaining a seat each, 
and while California was gaining 
nine new congressional seats. 

“Even during the perilous days 
of the War Between the States and 
the reconstruction period, Georgia 
gained eight times as much popu- 
lation as it did in the decade end- 
ing in 1930. 

“While Georgia was sending its 
sons into the field in that titanic 
struggle, the state was actually 
growing and making more prog- 
ress than it did during the pros- 
perous and progressive years be- 
fore the depression. 

“Gentlemen, this was Georgia, 
the state about which we boast. 
The state with more natural re- 
sources, with more native ability 
and with greater potentialities 
than any other state in the union. 
This happened in Georgia and to 
Georgia. 

Challenge to Georgians 

“In the face of this challenge 
to our progress we have been 
complacent. But today, The Con- 
stitution is sounding the call to 
arms to every newspaper, to every 
civic and political leader, and to 
every patriotic Georgian. 
united front, we shall reassume 
our proper place in the forefront 
of the states of America. 

“For 68 years, The Atlanta Con- 
stitution has been so closely iden- 
tified with the fortunes, the prog- 
ress, the prosperity, and the well- 
being of Georgia, that the state’s 
misfortunes, its achievements, its 
disappointments have been the 
misfortunes, the achievements and 
the disappointments of The Con- 
stitution. 

“A newspaper is not primarily 
conducted to amass _ fortunes. 
Newspapers, as such, should not 
be large money-making enter- 
prises. They should become fi- 
nancially independent, and then 
they should devote their resources 
and influence to enrichment of op- 
portunities for the people they 
serve. They should blaze a trail 
of progress for the interests of 
their‘ communities and their state. 

Origin of Program. 

“For months we considered how 
The Constitution could best serve 
the interests of the people of Geor- 
gia. We studied many projected 
undertakings. We sought our an- 
swer in every principal field of 
endeavor. We desired to do some- 
thing which would again set Geor- 
gia’s face towards the rising sun of 
success. We wanted to make a 
great, a lasting and a fitting con- 
tribution to the state and the citi- 
zens of the state. 

“We wanted to take the lead in 
reviving Georgia’s fighting spirit 
and to do our full share in setting 
the state again on the road to 
leadership among the states of the 
union. 

“Our field continually narrowed 
down, and finally it was decided 
that an inspiration for greater co- 
operation in the administration of 
the counties of the state would 
probably offer the greatest field 
for service. County governments 
touch the people of Georgia more 
intimately than any other govern- 
ment. Commissioners of Georgia 
are closer to their constituents 
than any other administrative of- 
ficers. They, therefore, wield a 
greater influence, and, as a nat- 
ural sequence, have a greater re-. 
sponsibility. 

Best Avenue. 

“Wwe decided, therefore, that 
through the co-operation of com- 
missioners, we could do more to- 
wards awakening Georgia than 
through any other avenue of ap- 
proach. 

“We were convinced that com- 
| missioners were and are a patriotic 
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group of men attempting to do the 
very best job possible for their 
constituents and the progress of 
the Awards program is ample jus- 
tification for our assumption. 

“Tt was then that we decided 
to launch The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion’s Progressive Government 
Awards for 1937. 

“Commissioners familiar with 
the awards and what they mean 
have entered spiritedly into the 
spirit of the drive to rebuild 
Georgia, to revive the lagging 
Georgia spirit. 

“Unfortunately some counties of 
the state are beset by petty bick- 
ering, political schisms, factions, 
jealousies and apathy on the part 
of citizens. These things have 
retarded progress. Commissioners 
in these counties have had neither 
the co-operation they needed nor 
the sympathetic understanding 
they deserve. 

Widespread Response. 

“The awards have done more 
to cement the people of counties 
prosecuting Awards programs 
than any other one circumstance 
in recent Georgia history. Such 
feelings have been submerged in 
the common drive to win one of 
the Awards. The people have al- 
lied to the call of commissioners 
to adopt and execute county-wide 
programs for the general public 
weal. 

“If a unity of purpose among 
the citizens of the counties of 
Georgia is instilled as a result of 
The Constitution’s Awards pro- 
gram, and mass co-operation for 
progress is obtained, the Awards 
will have been a success beyond 
measure. 

“The amount of money to be 
distributed is relatively small. We 
made it small with a purpose. We 
did not wish to make the awards 
so large or so enticing that coun- 
ties would be induced to expend 
sums which they could not af- 
ford. The awards will be made 
on the basis of benefits citizens 
get and not on the amount -f 
money: which is expended. We did 
not wish to be placed in the po- 
sition of encouraging counties to 
delve into debt. 


All Have Equal Chance. 

“Every county in the state has 
an equal chance of winning one of 
the awards. We left the program 
to be devised entirely in the 
hands of officials and citizens of 
counties believing that they are 
better qualified than any group or 
individual in the world to know 
what will benefit them most. That 
was reasonable and right. The 
Constitution does not intend that 
it shall be placed in a position of 
attempting to dictate the admin- 
istration of county governments in 
Georgia. 

“The 13 awards will range 
from $3,500 for the county which 
evolves and prosecutes the pro- 
gram bringing the greatest bene- 
fits to its citizens for the year to 
$250 for the winner of a congres- 
sional district award. There will 
be a $1,000 award for the coun- 
ty which ranks second in the 
state, and $500 for the county 
ranking third. In addition, the 
county in each of the ten con- 
gressional districts of the state 
which makes the best record will 
get the district award. A win- 
ner of either of the first three 
awards will not be considered for 
a district award. 

Will Benefit All. 

“Even in counties which do not 
win awards, citizens and officials 
will be benefited. The co-oper- 
ation which the Awards inspire 
cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents. It will be lasting and con- 
tinuing. 

“Most county programs already 
adopted were evolved by commis- 


sioners and citizens in mass meet-/ FAS 


ings, and if there is any doubt 
but that these meetings are a real 
inspiration, ask commissioners 
from those counties where they 
have been held. 

“More than 80 counties of Geor- 
gia already have formulated pro- 
grams or are now in process of 
doing so. This general interest

line on all sides. It touches every 
section of the state. Georgia is 
waking up, and its county gov- 
ernments are going to be the nu- 
cleus around which Georgia will 
be inspired to reach even greater 
heights of achievement and prog- 
ress.

“I am_ confident that every 
county will be actively participat- 
ing in the program before many 
weeks. The Awards are about 
three months old, but they have 
stirred public interest in Georgia 
as no other civic enterprise has 
done in recent years. 

“Civic clubs, farm boards, wom- 
en’s organizations have demon- 
strated a keen desire to do their 
share in aiding their commission- 
ers. 

“Hundreds, yes, even thousands 
of columns of newspaper space 
have been devoted to the Awards 
by newspapers of the state and the 
south since the announcement.

WINONA, Miss., April 13.—() 
Two negroes were lynched by a 
mob of more than 100 white men 
near Duck Hill, Miss., this after- 
noon within two hours after they 
had pleaded innocence in Mont- 
gomery county circuit court to a 
charge of murdering a white man. 

A third negro suspected by the 
mob of complicity in the slaying 
of George Windham, a country 
storekeeper, was severely whip- 
ped and run out of the’ county 


more vicious vengeance. 
Burned at Tree. 


Roosevelt Townes, who had con- 
fessed, Sheriff E. E. Wright said, 


to a tree and burned to death. 

A negro identified only as 
“Bootjack” McDaniels, indicted 
with Townes in the Windham 
slaying, was shot by members of 
the mob, and his body burned. 

Townes and McDaniels were 
taken from Sheriff Wright and two 
deputies early this afternoon as 
they were being led from the 
courthouse to be returned to the 
jail to await trial Thursday. 

The negroes were handcuffed, 
and placed in a waiting school 
bus. Members of the mob piled 
into the bus, and others into au- 
'tomobiles. The caravan sped 
‘northward toward Duck Hill as 
the negroes screamed for mercy. 
The bus stopped near the small 
country store where Windham was

Atlanta Chemist Urges Use 
of Cottonseed Oil in Mak- 


ing Margarine. 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark., April 13. 
(P)\—Thomas C. Law, industrial 
chemist of Atlanta, told the valley 
division of the National Cottonseed 
Products Association today that 
“the mechanical age is a thing of 
the past and is being replaced by 
'the chemical age.” 

The main objective of chemurgic 

conferences coming south, he add- 
ed, “is the great possibilities for 
southern agriculture and indus- 
try.”

X-RAY LINT GRADING 
_ PROVES SUPERIOR 


Scientists Told of New 
Method of Distinguishing 
Fibers. 


CHAPEL HILL, N. C., April 13. 
(?)—The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture today put 
X-rays into the cotton business, 
with at least remote possibilities 
that the all-seeing X-ray eyes 
may disclose methods of growing 
superior types of cotton fiber. 

The report was made to the 
American Chemical Society by 
Earl E. Berkley, associate cotton 
technologist. The rays _ reveal 
structure of fibers which are vis- 
ible neither to the eye nor under 
the best microscopes. 

Preliminay results, Berkley 
said, “indicate that the _ tensile 
strength of cotton is related to the 
internal structure ef the fibers. 

“Cotton fibers are composed 
principally of cellulose—and cel- 
lulose, as formed by nature, con- 
sists of long thread-like units. 
These long narrow units may lie 
parallel with each other, thus 
forming a compact structure, or 
they may lie across each other like 
the twigs and branches of a brush- 
heap. 

“The X-ray patterns obtained 
from weak cotton fibers can be 


distinguished from those of strong 


“This method is_ fairly rapid | 
and if it should prove to be suf- 


ficiently precise, those companies 
interested in the purchase of cot-| 
ton for a definite purpose, as, for | 
example, in the tire industry. | 
where the strength is of great im- | 
portance. may be able to deter-| 
mine within a short time the ap-| 
proximate strength of the fiber 
without running elaborate’ spin- 
ning tests on it.

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WAGNER ACT APPROVED 


The action of the United States supreme 
court in upholding the Wagner act goes a long 
way towards placing the relations between in- 
dustry and labor on a permanently amicable 
and understanding basis. 

It cannot be held, however, that the act 
entirely solves the problem... 

The act, while achieving much for the 
stabilization of industry in its relationship with 
labor, still remains somewhat of an experi- 
mental enactment. As its provisions are put 
into force and subjected to the test of usage, 
it is inevitable that weaknesses will be re- 
vealed. It will be the task of the future to 
make such changes as experience may show 
are necessary for perfecting of the machinery 
set up. 

Already there has been discussion in regard 
‘to one feature of the act which, it is argued. 
falls short. of the purpose desired—the fact 
.that while penalties are provided for industry 
in the event that contracts with labor are 
violated, there is no corresponding penalty pro- 
vided for labor should it not honor the con- 
tracts it has made with the employer. 

Discussion of this discrepancy has already 
reached the floor of congress, with the prob- 
ability that serious consideration will be given 
the new legislation aimed at equal restraints 
being placed on-both labor and capital. 

Only by the ancient method of trial and 
correction will the ideal measure for the as- 
Surance of continued peaceful relationships be- 
tween industry and its organized workers be 
ultimately achieved. 

That the Wagner act, and its backing by 
the supreme court, will go a long way toward 
this end is generally agreed. That the full prob- 
lem is not yet ideally settled is likewise true. 


ANOTHER BAD BARGAIN 

Exactly what profit two young men known 
as Forrest Turner and R. L. Colton derived 
from the series of robberies to which they pled 
guilty this week in Fulton superior court is dif- 
ficult to grasp. Nor the amount of benefit 
they derived from earlier crimes for which they 
received long chain gang sentences which they 
were serving at the time they escaped, for the 
sole purpose, apparently, of perpetrating addi- 
tional crimes and adding to the long years of 
‘Shackled slavery to which they were already 
doomed. 

It is difficult. for the normal citizen, who 
has never experienced a chain gang life, and 
who never expects to, to understand just what 
is the allure about the Georgia penal system. 
Apparently there are men who will strive de- 
terminedly to assure a lifetime of chain gang 
existence. 

Considering the records of some of our lead- 
ing “escape artists,” it does not appear to be 
a prohibitively difficult task to leave a chain 
gang whenever the convict so desires. Only 
last week one fugitive, long sought, again es- 
caped within 48 hours of his reincarceration. 

It is likewise true that the convict does not 
have to worry about grocery bills nor house 
rent. Food, clothing and shelter is provided 
by the state. In payment, however, the pris- 
oner devotes long hours of labor, for no pay, 
every day of his imprisonment. 

Turner and Colton are but examples of the 
poor bargains so many of our young men make. 
They toss their lives away for a few brief days 
of dissipation financed by the results of crime. 
They give themselves as slaves to the state, to 
toil in shackles under the hot sun, for pay so 
small it is infinitesimal. 

Criminals may be dangerous. They may be 
a social problem. They may be a lot of things. 
One thing, however, they are beyond a doubt. 
They are stupid. 


REFORESTATION IMPERATIVE 
Timely warning to the south is given in a 
survey taken by Harold R. Burdock, of Canton, 
N. C., for the American Chemical Society, in 
which he points out that the south will not be 
able to supply the demands of the new pulp 
mills rapidly springing up in this section un- 
less general reforestation of the south’s pine 
forests is practiced. Mr. Murdock suggests that 
raising of pine seedlings between rows of other 
crops may be necessary. 

The criminal waste involved by commercial 
destruction of our forests without proper pro- 
vision for their regrowth has been demon- 
strated forcefully enough for all America to 
have learned the lesson. 

It is as penalties for this denuding of the 
woodland areas that today we are faced with 
impoverishment of our agricultural lands 
through soil erosion, that we read of entire 
states swept bare of the invaluable topsoil 
through great winds, and that we see the citi- 
zens of neighbor states driven from their 
homes by the rushing waters of floods. 

THere are two roads Georgia can follow— 


one leading to permanent prosperity for a 
great industry and the other to irredeemable 
ruin for our forest resources. 

When the pulp mills now projected are 
built there will be sufficient in the south to 
supply more kraft paper than is now made 
from the entire imports of such pulp into the 
United States. The striking lesson to our peo- 
ple lies in the fact that, had America prac- 
ticed proper conservation of her forests, proper 
reforestation in the past, it would never have 
been necessary to import any pulp from for- 
eign countries. 

Laws should be enacted providing, as in the 
case of European countries, that for every tree 
cut down in the forest a new seedling should 
be planted to take its place. No other crop is 
harvested without provision for reseeding. 

There is no danger of the future so great 
as that of lands denuded of their trees. 

Replanting now is the signpost that leads 
to lasting wealth for the south. Failure to re- 
plant points to a poverty we have never yet 
imagined. : 3 


SOUTHERN FREIGHT RATES 

Widening interest in the efforts begun by 
the Georgia Public Service Commission, and 
supported by Governor Rivers, to bring about 
rectification of the inequitable freight rates 
charged against southern shippers is seen in 
the pledge of Congressman John Rankin, of 
Mississippi, to give his full support to the 
movement. . 

Congressman Rankin, according to news 
dispatches from Washington, has wired Gov- 
ernor Rivers suggesting that the proposed 
meeting of governors of the southern states, 
to urge early action by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on this problem, be held in 
Washington and that all members of congress 
from the south be invited to attend. 

Citing the tremendous tribute the south has 
paid in tariffs, utility rates, interest rates and 
in unjust freight rates, the Mississippi repre- 
sentative is quoted as saying “the south can 
never prosper as it should prosper until we get 
a complete revision of this entire system of 
economic strangulation.” 

‘No factor provides a greater handicap to 
the industry of the section than the arbitrary 
differential between freight charges on ship- 
ments out of the south as compared with those 
shipped for similar distances from the manu- 
facturing centers of the east. 

Concentration of the entire forces of the 
southern states, including the southern gover- 
nors, utilities commissions, southern congres- 
sional delegations, and, above all, southern 
public opinion, is the surest means to secure a 
remedy for the industrial ill under which the 
south suffers. 


LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL FOR GEORGIA? 

A few years ago the state of Kansas in- 
augurated a legislative council. This group is 
made up of leaders of the legislature who plan 
legislation in advance of regular sessions and 
who help steer the program through. Already 
the council has amply demonstrated its value. 

Last fall Governor Rivers held 51 meetings 
altogether of legislators. All members of the 
house and the senator from each senatorial 
district were called together in these confer- 
ences. This plan was excellent, but it is a 
rather killing task for a Governor or Governor- 
elect to sit through meetings for several hours 
each day for 51 days, 

Georgia should set up a legislative planning 
council like that in Kansas. The Governor 
should be a member of such a council—the 
central figure in fact. 

Georgia has had enough of do-nothing leg- 
islatures. What legislatures have lacked in the 
past was proper leadership and advanced plan- 
ning. This present legislature has set a record 
for hard work and accomplishment. 

If we could now establish a council to pre- 
pare an agenda well in advance, the legisla- 
ture would continue to handle its problems in 
an efficient manner.

ANYTHING IS BETTER THAN THE WORST 
(From the Albany Herald.) 

Recently in a south Georgia town a 15-year- 
old boy was taken to his home in a state of in- 
toxication which made it impossible for him to 
give a coherent account of himself. 

That was not an isolated case, for it is sadly 
and tragically true that minors have no diffi- 
culty, under present conditions, in buying liquor. 
It is obtainable on weekdays and on Sundays, 
and in any desired quantities. 

These things are true in spite of the fact that 
we have on the statute books of this state one of 
the strictest prohibition laws ever written. If we 
had the power to enforce that law, we would use 
it with great satisfaction, and for the moral and 
economic improvement of society. 

But we cannot enforce this law forbidding the 
manufacture, sale or possession of intoxicating 
beverages. There is not a county in Georgia in 
which it is enforced. Violations are more gen- 
eral and flagrant in some communities than in 
others, but liquor is sold everywhere in Georgia, 
and hundreds of thousands of gallons are manu- 
factured. 

We think the problem faced by the people of 
Georgia boils down to something like this: 

Shall we refuse to endeavor to improve a de- 
plorable situation simply because we cannot 
cure it? 

Shall we leave the bootlegger free to sell his 
stuff to minors, to the mentally irresponsible, to 
the individual who is transformed by strong 
drink into a madman capable of almost any 
crime? 

Or shall this business be brought under gov- 
ernment regulation? Shall state, county and mu- 
nicipality be given authority to bring the selling 
of intoxicating beverages into the open—bring it 
under police supervision and license conrol? Re- 
quire selling in packages only—and stop selling at 
all hours: selling on Sundays; selling to minors, 
and selling stuff whose garbage-can pedigree 
makes it unfit even for the hog trough?

There is a general tendency to accept the interpretation of the 
court minority in its decision, implying that almost limitless power 
was placed in the hands of the federal government, including “con- 
trol over purely local industry.” However, in courts as in politics 
these days, minorities do not count, | 

Better lawyers here have noted that Chief Justice Hughes, in 
the majority opinion, referred repeatedly to the Schechter case 
decision in such a way as to stress that it is still in force. There 
seemed to be a clear distinction in his mind as to what business 
is local and what is national, what can be regulated federally and 


what cannot. 


Mr. Hughes attempted to define his distinction, but as is the 
case in most court decisions, the definition was largely negative. 
Also the court specifically reserved the right to handle each case

which even the supreme court will not be able to handle.

CENSORSHIP Another realistic danger lies behind the so-called

The alertness of some members 


of the new order against press criticism and newspaper opposition 
is engendering fear that the new powers may be used for more 
than labor purposes. Actually what the court said was that news- 
men may not be fired for joining their labor union, but may be 
fired for incompetency or any other legitimate purpose. If this rule 
is applied equally and fairly to newspapers supporting Mr. Roose- 
velt and those against him, few complaints will be heard. 

But if the labor board starts summoning the books and papers 
and harassing only those publishers who happen to be against 
the administration, or who fail to support administration policies, 
there may be considerable complaint. 

What will undoubtedly obviate all these dangers is that Mr.

No damage was done and Mr. 
Miley’s jovial account of the row 
was free of rancor, wherein he 
met with honor the severe test of 
his ability and sportsmanship and 
— a gold star for his report 
card. . 


Other members of the craft, 
however, have felt a rise of the 
clan spirit and there are indica- 
tions that Dean in particular, and 
the Cardinals in general, will be 
victims of a journalistic vendetta 
this summer. Bad as this might 
be for Dizzy and the Cardinals it 
would be even worse for journal- 
ism, because it would indicate to 
the public that newspaper people 
are not above using their position 
and the privilege of a free pass to 
flog an enemy in print for private 
reasons, Although there are mem- 
bers of the trade who do not know 
as much, this sort of thing is in- 
decent and harmful to the news- 
paper business, for it is closely 
akin to intimidation and a first 
cousin to blackmail. 

No man should be denied a fair 
presentation in print because of 
anything he has done to any in- 
dividual newspaper man or to the 
whole craft, if it comes to that. 
If he is a mucker and an all- 
around no good, he will demon- 
strate his bad character in other 
ways and, of course, people who 
appeal for public patronage as' 
showmen in professional sport or. 
other theaters must submit to. 
critical inspection. 

They stand to profit by their 
virtues, if any, and to suffer for 
their shortcomings, but the cus- 
tomers will not readily believe 
that the great Dizzy Dean, so re- 
cently a hero on the word of the 
baseball writers, has suddenly be- 
come a bum merely because he 
threw a punch at a man who 
doesn’t place great store by the 
incident himself. 


There has been 
much of this perse- 
in recent 

years, not particu- 
larly on the sport side, but fla- 
grantly in the coverage of the 
amusement trades. It comes of 
the introduction into newspaper 
work of men and women without 
the slightest conception of news- 
paper ethics and _ responsibility; 
who are given a daily column of | 
space and carte blanche to destroy 
or praise, according to their own 
godlike whims. 

Very often, so deep is their 
ignorance of the first principles of 
the business, they blandly admit 
they use their space to discipline 
people who displease them and 
favor those who flatter their sense 
of power and importance. 

It is not uncommon that a cer- 
tain artist is a hit or a ginmill a 
success, thanks solely to the gen- 
erous mention of the same in print, 
a system which obviously opens 
the way to graft and coercion. The 
movie actors of Hollywood stand 
in terror of a commentator who 
is popularly supposed to be able 
to make or break them at will for 
mercenary or strictly personal 
reasons and without regard for 
their ability. 

No movie actor should be re- 

quired to donate valuable services 
to anyone as the price of a good 
report or as tribute to avoid a 
bad one, and certainly cash or ex- 
pensive presents for remarkably 
frequent birthdays have no dignity 
under the code as accepted by all 
newspaper people who really be- 
long. ‘ 
It should be noted, in fact, that 
real, professional newspaper peo- 
ple look upon these strange crea- 
tures as parasitic intruders and/ 
marvel hopelessly at the amazing 
effrontery of writers who use 
their newspaper space to advertise 
outside personal enterprises.

Farm Research Work to Chemists 


|| More Than 300 Products Developed From Peanuts, Sweet

JACKSON, Miss., April 13.—(?) 
An aging negro educator, born of 
slave parents in Missouri, who as 
a child was stolen and traded for 
a race horse, humbly told the Mis- 
sissippi farm chemurgic conference 
yesterday of his scientific research, 
for which he seeks no reward other 
than knowledge that he was con- 
tributing to the betterment of 
mankind. 

Dr. George Washington Carver, 
of Tuskegee (Ala.) Institute for 
Negroes, does not know how old he 
is, but after his address yesterday 
his audience clamored around him 
to pay tribute to his knowledge 
of southern agriculture and his 
successful research into industrial 
application of cotton, peanuts, 
sweet potatoes and other products. 

Interjecting bits of humor, Dr. 
Carver told of his work with pea- 
nuts, from which he has developed 
upwards of 300 useful products, 
including an “instant” coffee, 
flour, pickles, cheese, soap, vine- 
gar, ink, various oils,.candy, dand- 

ruff remedy and a host of others.

Dr. Carver, whose physician ad- 
vised him not to attempt to speak 
today because he is recovering 
from influenza, told the gathering 
“this is the day I have long thought 
of.” 

Dr. Carver declared he had nev- 
er seen the red soil of the south 
until he went to Tuskegee 40 years 
ago. “From Iowa State College, 
Ames, Iowa, I wondered about it,” 
he said, “but I have decided the 
south is the richest section of the 
country and offers the greatest 
possibilities for agricultutal-indus- 
trial development.” 

Referring to his work, Dr. Car- 
ver, whose near white hair indi- 
cates he is near four score years 
of age, said he thought the “time 
was near. when we will have to 
add a new kingdom to the ani- 
mal, vegetable and mineral king- 
dams. I mean the synthetic king- 
dom.” 

For the last seven years Dr. 
Carver said he had been working 
with ten peanut oils of various 
viscosity as a remedy for after ef- 
fects of infantile paralysis. 


Remarkable success, he said, had 
attended his efforts. “One vic- 
tim now plays football.” 

Henry G. Knight, Washington, 
D. C., chief of the U. S. Bureau 
of Chemistry and Soils, suggested 
that scientists and chemists should 
seek new uses for agricultural by- 
products, the stalks, hulls, citrus 
pulps and the culls and surpluses 
of some years. 

A total of more than 22,000,000: 
tons of by-products are produced 
on farms of the south each year, 
he declared, to say nothing of the 
surpluses. 

“If outlets could be found for 
these products that would give the 
farmer a fair price for his labor 
and investment it would mean mil- 
lions of dollars added to the an- 
nual farm income,” he said.

U.S. TUNG OIL CROP 
DAMAGED BY COLD 


Dr. C. C. Concannon Esti- 
mates 1938 Production at 
: Million Pounds. 


JACKSON. Miss., April 13.—(#) 
on ©. C. Concannon, United States 
Department of Commerce, Wash- 
ington, told the Mississippi Farm 
Chemurgic Conference tonight 
that despite frosts at tung tree 
blossom time in 1937 tung oil pro- 
duction in the United States prob- 
ably will amount to approximate- 
ly a million pounds, half the 1937 
yield, now being processed. 

The frost, however, Dr. Concan- 
non said, was not severe enough 
to cause wood damage to trees of 
this new southern agricultural de- 
velopment, which has made tre- 
mendous strides in six southern 
states in recent years. 

In all, he estimated that more 
than 100,000 acres have been 
planted to tung trees, divided as 
follows: Florida, 17,525 acres; 
Georgia, 3,800; Alabama, 800; Mis- 
sissippi, 65,000; Louisiana, 15,000, 
and Texas, 1,000, for a total of 
103,125 acres. 

Consumption of tung oil in the 
United States last year was esti- 
mated at 119,000,000 pounds, near- 
ly all of which excepting 2,000,000 
pounds was imported from China.

“‘He’s got a great baseball mind,” said O'Neill. “I 
can tell him something once and he never forgets it. | 
think he’s sure to be a great pitcher. In fact, he may 
be right now.”’ 

*‘What about his philosophy ?” 

“‘Has signing for $10,000 a year at the age of 17, 
and all the adulation and praise upset his mental equi- 
librium ?” 

“Not a bit,” said Steve O'Neill. 

“He hasn’t bought a larger hat and won’t. He 
takes it all in stride. He has not only a great baseball 
mind but a fine attitude. He believes he is a good 
pitcher.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


SO THAT’S HOW IT IS, EH? 

In a determined effort to en- 
lighten me, a reader writes: 

“We are constantly carrying 
millions of assorted germs within 
our bodies, but a normal, healthy 
system will combat them and will 
withstand their vicious attacks. 
When the body is unduly chilled, 
o> is weakened by fatigue the re- 
sistance to this army of germs is 
naturally lessened and the pesky 
things have a freer reign.” 

Further on the reader forgets 
the millions of assorted germs 
within our bodies, or maybe he 
assumes they’re all dead and bur- 
ied, for he continues: 

“The only way to remedy the 
situation is to compel those with 
‘head colds’ to stay away from 
people or at least wear masks to 
keep their germs at home.” 

But what difference would a few 
germs more or less make if every- 
body constantly carries millions of 
assorted germs in his system and 
these hypothetical germs are ready 
to make a vicious attack the in- 
stant the host gets tired or chilled? 

This quaint notion-that we are 
all carriers of disease germs is the 
figment of some almanac prophet’s 
imagination. There is no founda- 
tion for it. Nor for the prodigious 
theories built upon it. The old 
timers frankly ascribed pneumo- 
nia, tonsillitis, tuberculosis, pleu- 
risy, influenza, bronchitis, laryngi- 
tis, distemper and catarrh to chill- 
ing, dampness, cold “settling” in 
the “weak” spot. It became imper- 
ative to back and fill on this when 
we learned that pneumonia and tu- 
berculosis and diphtheria are due 
to specific germs, and so the re- 
sourceful old timers dragged in tne 
“lowered resistance” bunk. Al! 
talk about “resistance” is sheer 
bunkum, you must remember, no 
matter who is talking. No one can 
define “resistarce” or determine 
whether an individual has it. “Re- 
sistance” is like luck—something 
the poor fellow evidently didn’t 
have. Do not confuse this blah 
about “resistance” with what we 
know of immunity. Immunity is a 
specific state, that is, immunity 
against diphtheria has nothing to 


do with the individual’s suscepti-| 


bility to pneumonia and vice versa. 
We can recognize immunity and 
even determine whether an indi- 
vidual has it in some instances. 
Further we know that if an indi- 
vidual has any degree of immuni- 
ty he neither gains nor loses it in

An overcall which represents a 
jump to three or four of a suit is 
pre-emptive, whether one or two 
rounds of bidding is skipped by 
the bidder. The player must care- 
fully differentiate between the 
jump to three of a suit, which 
may be a weak bid, and the jump 
to two of a suit, which is a strong 
bid. A bid of two spades over an 
opponent’s one heart shows 
strength while a bid of three 
hearts over an opponent’s 
spade, although likewise a jump 
of one trick, may be weak. 

A distiriction also must be drawn 
between the overcall at the range 
of two when it is a jump bid and 
when it is necessary merely to 
overcall the last opposing bid. In 
this bidding: 

South, 1 heart; West, pass;

People who would like a good 
idea of the glaciers which spread 
over North America in ages past 
might make a little visit to Green- 
land. There they.can find an ice 
sheet which covers about 700,000 | 
square miles, by far the larger 
part of the island.
